Summary of 2011 Annual Recycling Reports
Tendered by the Department of Environmental Quality
- December 2012

L.R.S. 30:2413 requires that the Department of Environmental Quality report to the House
Committee on Environment and to the Senate Committee on Environmental Quality data on
resources and recycling programs operated by parishes and municipalities within the State of
Louisiana.

On or about August 1, 2012, the Department of Environmental Quality recycling staff requested
of all parish solid waste planners their annual recycling reports for the year 2011. As a result of
that invitation and other contacts, the following summary has been developed.

Solid waste typically generated by households, businesses, government facilities, and schools is
managed by municipalities. This waste includes non-bulky waste, such as, but not limited to
corrugated cardboard, newsprint, office and mixed papers, food waste, plastics, glass, metals
and textiles as well as bulky waste, such as but not limited to tires, appliances, furniture,
construction/demolition debris, woodwaste and yard waste.

Municipalities voluntarily submit Annual Recycling Reports. Some local governments have been
diligent and consistent in their reports. Unfortunately many municipalities do no report.

This report does not convey a precise measurement. It simply reflects the data voluntarily
submitted. Following, is a summary of the 2011 Annual Recycling Reports submitted:

33 entities have tendered reports of their activities, 5 of which reported no recycling activities
in their parish.

2,190,078 residents are represented by the reports.

Annual waste reduction ranged from .11% to 45%.

7 entities offer curbside recycling collection services.

26 entities provide drop-off recycling collection sites.

12 entities have household hazardous waste collection events.
